Besides extended stops at the famous 
shrines at Lourdes and Fatima, visits 
will be made at Notre Dame (Paris), 
Notre Dame de la Garde (Marscilles), 
Our Lady of Walsingham (London), 
Our Lady of Einseldeln (Lucerne), 
Our Lady of Loretto (Ancona), Our 
Lady of the Snow (Rome), and Our 


Lady of Montserrat (Barcelona). 


In addition to being religious in 
their theme, the tours are designed to 
prove educationally stimulating. In 
line with this goal, plans are being 
made to divide the student tourists 
into groups with similar interests, such 
as art, history, literary, and: linguistic, 
so as to afford the student the full 
benefit of the experience.
